Demorest Church of God 
This picture was taken the day of 
the dedication of the church and new 

parsonage at Demorest, Georgia. 

After much consideration, and with 
an opportunity to buy lots on the 
main highway one block from the 
grammar and high school, the church 
started raising money and bought 
three lots, at a low cost of $300; also, 
some material. This was done while 
Rev. J. H. Ming was pastor two years. 
Then Rev. H. P. Williams was here 
for one year, and he worked with the 
church in their efforts to raise money. 
Then Rev. G. L. Herring came,-and 
he has been here four years. Space 
would not permit going into details 
to tell what has been done. The 
church and parsonage have been built 
from the ground. The church is con- 
structed with double walls of brick 
tile and cement blocks, and has four 
Sunday School rooms and two rest 
rooms in basement. The auditorium 
of the church is 34 by 52 feet, with 
elevated choir space and two prayer 
rooms. It has hardwood floors. 

The parsonage has seven rooms, 


with finished hardwood floors, full 
bath, and hot and cold water in base- 
ment laundry room. The membership 
has grown from 24 to 68. The value 
of the church property is $22,000, and 
we’ owe only $2,702.71. The Lord cer- 
tainly is blessing here at Demorest. 
At present we are in a revival, with 
Sister Mae Terry, evangelist.—Lewis 
Taylor, Church Treasurer.

“PROMISES LIKE PIE CRUST”? 

To my mind, one of the worst things a person can be 
guilty of, be he politician, preacher, or layman, is break- 
ing his promise, and yet some will promise anything 
and do nothing. Most of us have gotten to the place, 
that we are so skeptical of promiscuous promises, es- 
pecially by politicians, that we only accept them with 
Oo. of salt.” But it is even more regrettable, and, a 

ing that we hate to admit, that actually there are some 
laymen and ministers who are almost as reckless in 
handing out promises as politicians. Take, for instance, 
the many times church members have pledged loyalty 
to the new pastor in that they promised to be regular in 
attendance upon the services and financial support of 
the church, to, within a few months, be treating him just 
like they had treated the former pastor—indifferently, 
and forgetting to support him. They forgot, as usual, 
even their pledge, upon being received into the member- 
ship of the church, that they would be loyal to and faith- 
fully support it with their prayers, their presence, and 
finance, both in tithes and offering. In fact, if God had 
dealt with all who are guilty of making to Him and His 
Church “pie-crust promises,” there would have been many 
more members than Ananias and Sapphira who would 
have died suddenly in the Church of God, not saying 
anything about those of other denominations. In fact, 
some have made so many pledges to God, the pastor, and 
their fellow members upon accidents, the coming of a 

ew pastor, the high tide of a great revival, or the 
@= of a loved one, that the reckless use of their word 

as become nothing less than routine habit, and they know 
when they make the promises they will not do what 
they say, and certainly God, the preacher, and the 
members know it, also. This is serious, in the face of 
not only what God’s Word has to say about breaking of 
vows, but about lying as well, which continued breaking 
of vows most positively becomes. This is not only some- 
thing to think about seriously, but to quit! 

We are right now in a season that not only laymen but 
pastors and overseers, should be careful to safeguard 
their word of honor. It is a very reflectory thing for a 
pastor to promise his church, by all that is high and holy, 
to stay with them if they prove by their votes they 
want him, when right then he is looking about for a 
bigger and better church and is sure to leave the one 
he has if things work out favorably. Such conduct is 
not right. Of course, neither is it right for members to 
eat the pastor up to his face and then vote him out to 
his back. Such conduct is just as hypocritical as that 
mentioned above about a pastor. We are also nearing 

e time that the sincerity of state overseers will be 

t to the test again. The hearts of hundreds of pastors 
are already anxious about where they are going to serve 
after the Assembly, and I have found that although 
pastors know that state overseers cannot give every 
one what he wants or deserves, no matter how anxious 
he is to do it, the pastors, as well as members, had a 
thousand times rather the state overseer would not make 
them a promise and then break it. The thing of state- 
overseer work has been going on long enough in the 
Church of God that anyone trusted enough by the 
Appointing Board to be vested with the authority as 
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state overseer should have sufficient understanding of 
such work to know that to send a pastor to a church 
with an inflated record of membership, financial support, 
prospects, nature of church and parsonage buildings, 
will react unfavorably on him. Such unfair treatment 
of pastors leaves a memory of that state overseer in 
their mind that isn’t altogether saintly and will never be 
forgotten. A good thing for everyone to remember in 
these various relations is that one can fool all of the 
people some of the time, and some of the people all of 
the time, but there are some people that cannot be fooled 
any of the time, anc that, after all, the most foolish of 
the foolish is the person who is foolish enough to think 
that he can make fools out of sensible people. Of all 
the people in the world who should know how to practice 
the Golden Rule, Church of God people should, and we 
had better do it, for after all, “whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he reap,” and every one of us must stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ. Therefore, Paul’s advice in 
Gal. 6:10 should be adherred to, “As we have therefore 
opportunity, let us do good unto all men, especially unto 
them who are of the household of faith.”

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Lest Satan Get the Advantage of Us

There are so many people that do 
not believe a person can once be a 
child of God and later so act in a way 
to be eternally lost. I just want to 
bring some scriptures to you, hoping 
it will open the eyes of those who be- 
lieve such a way. It has stirred my soul. 

I was talking to a young man a 
short while ago, and he told me he 
was converted when he was ten years 
old, but he said he went back in 
sin and did things which he knew 
were wrong. Yet he said, “I believe 
with all my heart if I had died then 
I would have gone to heaven.” Oh, 
my friend, that is what stirs my heart 
so, to see sO many precious souls de- 
ceived by Satan. If the old devil can 
get people to believe they can’t be 
lost after they have once been saved, 
that is just what he wants, because 
he can get them to do something 
wrong, and then tell them it is all 
right; God will not send them to 
hell; He loves them too much. 

I know that God loves His people, 
and He doesn’t send anyone to hell. 
It is not His will that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance (2 Peter 3:9), yet, my 
friend, “Be not deceived, God is not 
mocked, whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 
“The wages of sin is death” (Romans 
6:23). “The soul that sinneth shall 
die” (Ezek. 18:20). God is no respecter 
of persons. “God spared not the an- 
gels that sinned, but cast them down 
to hell and delivered them into chains 
of darkness to be reserved unto judg- 
ment” (2 Peter 2:4). My friend, you 
see we can’t do wrong and make 
heaven. There is a possibility of fall- 
ing. We are not more secure than 
those angels. 

“Ye, therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware 
lest ye also being led away with the 
error of the wicked fall from your 
own steadfastness” (2 Peter 3:17). 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly 
that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits and doctrines of dev- 
ils, speaking lies in hypocrisy, having 
their conscience seared with a hot 
iron” ( 1 Tim. 4:1, 2). 

‘May I ask, what does DEPART 
mean? If a man has a wife and de- 
parts from her, he is separated from 
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her; and he had to have a wife be- 
fore he could depart from her. There- 
fore, if people depart from their faith 
in God, they have turned aside after 
Satan (i Tim. 5:15) and have for- 
gotten God, because the Bible says 
you cannot serve God and mammon 
(Matt. 6:24). We must know God be- 
fore we can forget Him. 

Jeremiah said, “My people have for- 
gotten me, days without number,” 
for which David said, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all na- 
tions that forget God” (Psa. 9:17). 

Some say you will come back if you 
do fall. Let us go to the Word of God 
and see if some did fall who didn’t 
come back. Saul was anointed of the 
Lord (1 Sam. 10:1-13), and he killed 
himself with a sword (1 Sam. 31:4). 
Dear friend, does a murderer go to 
heaven? Now, we know that Saul once 
had the Lord, because Samuel said 
the Lord had departed from him 
(Saul) and become his enemy (1 
Sam. 28:16). People who don’t have 
the Lord, He cannot depart from 
them, because He is not with them in 
the first place. The Bible says, “When 
the righteous turneth from his right- 
eousness, and committeth iniquity, he 
shall even die thereby (Ezek. 33:18). 

Remember Judas, who betrayed 
Christ, by tramsgressing fell (Acts 
1:25). From where did Judas fall? He 
had to be up before he could fall. He 
had obtained part of the ministry. 
Some people say he wasn’t saved, but 
he was in the beginning chosen with 
the other eleven apostles, and Jesus 
commissioned them and sent them 
forth to preach the gospel, heal the 
sick, and cast out devils. Do you 
think that anyone that is not saved 
can do these things? We know that 
God doesn’t give this power to sin- 
ners (Matt. 10:1-4, 8). 

Dear soul, it is too much of a 
chance to take.

The Scripture says, “For 
in due season we shall reap, if we faint 
not” (Gal. 6:9). Notice “faint not.”

Greetings from your missionaries 
in the Middle East. We have been 
back on the field two months, and 
since we were away in the States 
about five months, we are now mak- 
ing a general survey of our work. 

It’s harvest time here for the farm- 
ers. The reapers are in the field and 
the sheaves are being gathered into 
clusters convenient to be collected and 
transported to the place where the 
great process of threshing will begin. 

Soon the wheat will be heaped into 
one pile and the chaff into another. 
The wheat, of course, is valuable and 
will be preserved, but the chaff is 
good only to be burned and, conse- 
quently, it is used for that purpose 

ere. These scenes remind us of the 
Ooi: of John the Baptist, “...and 
gather his wheat into his garner... 
but he will burn the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.” 

More and more do we realize, as we 
look around us, the significant words 
of Jesus when He said, “Say ye not, 
There are yet four months, and then 
cometh harvest? behold, I say unto 
you, Lift up your eyes, and look on 
the fields; for they are white already

Alexandria and Cairo 
are the two principal cities, and we 
have churches in both. In Cairo, a 
city of nearly two million, we have 
three churches but do not own our 
property. We are hoping to see the 
Church in its own property in these 
places. 

Did you know we have a Church of 
God in Bethlehem? We went there 
last fall before our return to the 
States and started the work. It is 
growing, and we have a Sunday School 
of 100 persons in attendance. A new 
church building owned by the Church 
of God in Bethlehem is our present 


goal. Will you join with us in prayer 
that God will supply us with special 
funds for this purpose? Our joys will 
be mutual when this is realized. 

Sunday, May 28, was Pentecost, and 
we spent the day teaching the sub- 
ject of the Pentecostal Blessing and 
praying with those seeking the Holy 
Ghost.

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Taxation or the Coming of Christ

Text: Luke 2:1, “And it came to 
pass in those days, that there went 
out a decree from Caesar Augustus, 
that all the world should be taxed.” 


We are a nation that is overrun with 
every kind of tax that man can think 
of, but before we say too much of 
taxes, let us look at 2 Peter 1:19, 
which reads, “We have also a more 
sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed, as unto a 
light that shineth in a dark place, 
until the day dawn, and the day star 
arise in your hearts.” These words 
should be of interest to the children 
of God in these times in which our 
‘lot has been cast to live. It is a great 
pity that in many of our evangelical 
churches the study of prophecy is 
not taught and many frown upon it; 
but you will find by searching the 
Scriptures that there is nothing more 
calculated than the iminent return of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Certainly we 
are living in a very remarkable time. 
Even our high-ranking statesmen rec- 
ognize this. One age seems to be 
closing and another beginning, and 
who knows what the next will hold 
for the human race. All signs seem to 
point to the closing of this dispensa- 
tion. 

Back to the text, “that all the world 
should be taxed.” Did you ever hear 
of so much and so many kinds of 
taxes? I don’t think so, but coming 
events cast their shadows before, so 
let us turn back the pages of time 
and see conditions as they were and 
take heed. Under the Judges, regular 
payment obligatory on the Israelites 
was for the worship of Jehovah. There 
was, as yet, no army, no royal court 
to support, but there was a tabernacle 
and a priesthood, and these were 
maintained by tithes and offerings. 
After the establishment of the king- 
dom (or government), Solomon levied 
a tax on field, produce, flock, and 
grain, and so it was handed down 
through all the kingdoms. The Per- 
sian Empire, under Darius, also 
Julius Caesar, Herod the Great, the 
Romans under Pompey who took Je- 
rusalem, levied a tax. These were 
also dark days in a political world. 
But remember that while Daniel was 
a prisoner in Babylon, he saw con- 
ditions that were astonishing; so, re- 
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membering his home and the Holy 
City, he decided to seek God. Surely 
we need some Daniels in our ranks to- 
day, people who will fast and pray 
and seek God for a greater revelation 
of His Word. In Dan. 10:2, 3, we find 
that Daniel fasted three full weeks, 
and that no pleasant bread or wine 
touched his lips. God sent an angel 
to inform him, and here is the mes- 
sage: “Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, and 
to seal up the vision and prophecy, 
and to anoint the Most Holy,” Dan. 
9:24. So Daniel was permitted to see 
sixty-nine weeks, but as the seventieth 


week was dawning, the angel said, 
“Shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end,” Dan. 
12:4. I know the Bible tells us that 
of that day and hour knoweth no 
man, and I certainly don’t want to 
set dates, but in Col. 1:26, a promise 
is left us, “Even the mystery which 
hath been hid from ages and from 
generations, but now is made manifest 
to his saints.” We, as Daniel of old, 


and wisdom in these days of cha 
and distress. 

In conclusion, I would not say that 
taxation was the ending, but just an- 
other signboard aldng the way. I see 
Joseph and Mary on their way to be 
taxed, but a new day dawned for a 
tax-burdened world, for on the hill- 
sides that night a glorious song was 
heard, “Peace on earth, good will to 
men.” Surely the children of God are 
waiting in a war-torn world and an 
atomic age to hear once and for all 
that wonderful song again, “Peace on 
earth.”

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In Revelation, chapter one, we read 
that at the time of the Revelation 
there were seven churches, and, in 
chapters two and three, we read the 
messages to the seven churches. These 
must have been seven literal churches, 
with pastors in charge of congrega- 
tions of people known as Christians. 
There were also other churches scat- 
tered throughout the world at that 
time, for we read of churches at 
Babylon, Corinth, etc. These were all 
literal churches, Many references give 
us the same thing throughout the 
Scriptures. In Acts 20:28, we are told 
to “feed the church of God”; in 1 
Tim. 3:5, we are told to “take care 
of the church of God”; in epistles to 
the Corinthians, Paul tells us that 
it was the Church of God he wrote 
to; in Galatians 1:13, he also says 
that “he persecuted the church of 
God.” Many people take issue about 
the name “Church of God,” but we 
should like to point out that in the 
days of the first apostles this was the 
name of the Church that Jesus Christ 
our Lord stated was to be built upon 
the “rock,” himself being that Rock. 

What is in the name? Does it mean 
anything? Has it any particular sig- 
nificance? The word “church” in it- 
self means much. Some tell us that 
you can use the word “assembly” just 
as well. Can you? You can have an 
assembly at any time, in any place, 
among any kind of people, but that 
would not constitute a church. To 
have a church denotes only one thing; 
a group of people separated and called 
out of sin to worship God according 
to God’s desired plan. 

In 402 A. D., Innocent I called him- 
self “the Ruler of the Church of God” 
and claimed the right to settle the 
more important matters of contro- 
versy in the whole Church (Halley’s 
Pocket Bible Handbook. P. 680), so 
we see that as far as 400 A. D. we have 
the Church of God mentioned as the 
leading church. 

The Church that Jesus Christ said 
He would build is the Church of God, 
and can only be that, for He came 
to show the Father to the world. The 
Church of God is founded on the di- 
vine Trinity and the Word of God. 
The visible Church of God is made 
up of those who believe the whole 
Bible, basing all its teachings and 
doctrines on the Holy Scriptures 
rightly divided. Many denominations 
claim to be “full gospel” but when 
you examine their doctrines there are 
many that they do not believe, and 
practice far less.

The Church must have three things 
or it is not the Church of God. It 
must have the WHOLE BIBLE for its 
teachings; it must be governed ac- 
cording to the divine government giv- 
en the Church; and its members must 
be blood-bought and born-again to 
be the Churcheof the living God. 

In the third chapter of Acts, we 
find the first recorded miracle per- 
formed in the name of Jesus, and it 
caused quite a stir in Jerusalem. 
Here we find two men in the visible 
church going down to the Temple, 
and on entering the gate they are ac- 
costed by a beggar, who wishes for 
material aid. Since these two men do 
not have the kind of help requested, 
they immediately think of his spir- 
itual need, as well as his physical. 
Some would contend that Peter had 
the power to do this mighty miracle, 
but we find in verses 12 and 16 that 
Peter denies having any such power, 
but that the power belongs and comes 
from God. Peter operated the power 
that was at his disposal when he 
named the name of Christ. The 
Church of God today has no power 
within itself but as long as we re- 
member that the power we have is in 
His name, we shall continue doing 
the work the Lord Jesus commissioned 
the Church to do. 

In Acts, chapter five, the angel of 
the Lord told the apostles to “go, 
stand, and speak in the temple,” and 
in verse 28 we read that they had 
“filled all Jerusalem with their doc- 
trine.” That is the kind of men who 
were in the militant Church of God 
in that day, and it is that kind of 
men who are in the Church of God 
today. In that day they not only be- 
lieved the whole Bible for its teach- 
ings, government, and name, but they 
upheld it with all their might. They 
worked for it with all faith. They 
preached as though their lives de- 
pended on it. They were zealous for 
the Church of God. You couldn’t tell 
Paul that it wasn’t the Church of 
God, and that the name didn’t mat- 
ter! You couldn’t tell Peter that its 
government was wrong; he had come 
in contact with it, and found that it 
was powerful and that it worked. You 
couldn’t tell the people of Antioch 


that they could believe anything just 
so long as they were sincere. They 
took their troubles to Jerusalem, to 
headquarters, 
out the issue, and then passed upo 
it, and AFTERWARD ABIDED BY 
THE DICISION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 
These men were in the Church of 
God visible, but they were also the 
generals of the Church of God mili- 
tant, and they would die for it, and 
many of them did die for it. 

It takes more than just believing 
to get into the group of Christians 
known as the militant church of God. 
Too many Christians today are con- 
tent to sit down and be thankful they 
are saved. I wonder if they really are. 
Peter, John, James, Paul, and the 
others didn’t find life so easy when 
they joined the Church of God. They 
found there was work to do. They 
found the “love of Christ” constrain- 
ing them to go out and win souls, heal 
the sick, cast out devils, preach th 
gospel, feed the Church of God, ordai 
elders in every city, and eventually die 
for the Church they stood for and be- 
lieved in. 

You may be in the Church of God, 
the visible organization, but are you 
in the Church of God that is fighting 
for the right? Do you have on your 
armor? your sword in your hand, and 
your shield ready? Will you be able, 
like Paul, to say, “I have fought a good 
fight’? It’s fine to be in the visible 
Church of God and believe the whole 
Bible, and all men should be in it, 
but are you winning souls to Him? If 
not, you had better get in and get 
going! What’ of the servant with the 
one talent that hid it in the ground! 
Remember, he lost that which he had 
because he didn’t do with it what he 
was supposed to do. Better get busy, 
for the Lord, brother, sister, and 


you have, one, or two, or three, or viv 


or ten talents, put them to work for 
God, and get into the fighting Church 
that must win, for He said, “Teaching 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you; and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” Do you believe that 
today? Then act upon it now. 

Now we see another and greater 
group in the Church of God. Besides 
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the visible and militant group, we 
find the triumphant group. These 
are in the visible and also the mili- 
tant, but not all those in the visible 
or the militant are in the triumphant. 
However, the proper steps of progres- 
sion take you from the visible through 
the militant and into the triumphant. 

We find that Jesus Christ was an 
“overcomer” in all things; His com- 
mand was that we also overcome. 
“And this is the victory that overcom- 
eth the world even our faith.” We 
also have His promises to those that 
overcome. “He that overcometh shall 
inherit all things.” There is the place 
of the triumphant Christian. There is 
a group of people who constitute the 
overcoming, the triumphant church. 

In 1 John 2:1, we read, “These 
things write I unto you that ye sin 
not.” John was concerned that so 
many of the saints lived a defeated 
life, instead of living in victory. They 
did not have to live in sin, and yet 


Qe» of them must have been doing 


so. Paul, in Romans, asks, “What shall 
we say then? shall we continue in 
sin that grace may abound?” “God 
forbid” is the answer. There is a group 
today that feel defeated, yet Romans 
8 tells us, “There is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit.” The 
obvious reason for their defeat is 
that they do not walk in Christ Jesus. 
They do not walk in the Spirit. They 
are walking in the flesh, walking in 
defeat. 

These same people tell us that we 
must “crucify the flesh.” Some have 
been doing this for years! We wonder 
just when they will be crucified, and 
how long an ordeal it will be! Believe 
God and His Word today. Believe it 
when He says that “the blood of 
Jesus Christ His son CLEANSETH 
FROM ALL sin.” Believe it, and walk 
by faith in the Spirit. Believe God 
when He says, “Knowing this that 
our old man IS CRUCIFIED with 
him.” Believe God when He says, “Sin 
shall not have dominion over you,” 
and again, “being then made FREE 
from sin, ye became the servants of 
righteousness.” Listen to the warning, 
“For the wages of sin is death, but 
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the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” If your life 
isn’t crucified, then get it crucified 
today; stay under that precious 
cleansing flow; and live in the spirit, 
free from sin and condemnation. Jesus 
Christ gave us life, not death. Say 
with Paul, “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me: and the life 
that I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” “Are 
ye so foolish? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh?” We can never attain anything 
with God by self-crucifixion. That 
would be bribing God with our good 
deeds done in the flesh. It is all of 
grace, or it is nothing. If we depend 
on God and walk in the Spirit, we 
shall not fulfill the lusts of the flesh. 

In 1 Thessalonians 4, we read of 
the rapture of the Church. This will 
be the final victory of the Church of 
God. When this great event takes 
place, we shall be triumphant if we 
have fulfilled the will of God. You 
will notice in the opening verses Paul 
reminds his hearers that we have been 
told how to walk. We are told to walk 
a sanctified, holy life before God and 
the world, and then shall we have 
the opportunity of taking our place 
in the triumphant group of the 
Church of God that will wing their 


way heavenward when the voice and 
trumpet shall sound. 1 Thess. 5:23 
sums up the whole thing so well: 
“And the very God of peace SANCTI- 
FY YOU WHOLLY: and I pray God 
that your whole spirit and soul and 
body be preserved blameless unto the 
coming of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Brethren, only the sanctified, holy 
saint is going to be in that number! 
We must be blameless before God if 
we are to grace the courts of God’s 
eternal throne. The bride of Christ 
will be blameless, undefiled, unspot- 
ted. The triumphant Church of God 
will be in the same group. Listen, 
friends, the Church of God visible is 
worth everything to those that know 
what she stands for. The Church of 
God militant is worth dying for, for 
she stands for the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth. The trium- 
phant Chuch is worth waiting for and 
striving after. Only those who are 
walking in sanctification and holiness 
are to be in that number that will be 
for “ever with the Lord.” 

Are you walking with the visible 
Church of God? Do you believe its 
doctrines, its government? and do you 
love its name? Are you in the militant 
Church of God that will fight the 
powers of darkness to the bitter end, 
even to death, if needs be? Are you 
in the triumphant Church of God, 
walking in the Spirit and not in the 
flesh? Are you waiting and expecting 
the coming of the Bridegroom in the 
clouds? Are you ready should Jesus 
come today? If not, you had better 
get into the truth, into the battle, 
into the place where He will find 
you when He calls for His Church, the 
Church of God.

HE PACKED IT! 


When Dr. George W. Truett, internationally 
famous Baptist pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Dallas, Texas, died, many people said that no 
man could successfully follow him. One dea- 
con said, “We won’t need a church after 
he’s dead.” Another suggested, “‘Let’s close it 
and scatter. The man’s not alive who can 
carry on.” 

But today First Baptist Church, Dallas, is 
“packed out” and there is talk of enlarging 
the building to take care of the growth. The 
membership has jumped from 7,400 (Truett’s 
top figure) to more than 9,000 while the 
annual finances now total more than $400,000 
as against Truett’s $174,000. The reason why? 

The reason why ought to be food for 
thought. Dr. Wallie Criswell, typical Okla- 
homan, the present pastor of First Baptist 
Church, is a preacher. He preaches to the 
masses. He preaches with unction and power. 
He uses his voice. He throws himself into 
his sermons until message and man become 
one. He is a fundamentalist. He believes in 
and preaches the Bible as the very Word of 
God. He preaches the virgin birth, the blood 
atonement, the bodily resurrection of Jesus. 
He preaches the second coming. He is on fire 
as he preaches. 

He is not only for something but he is 
against something. He calls modernism 
“church rot.” He preaches against tobacco 
in a land where bishops and ecclesiastical 
leaders smoke fat cigars. He lambasts social 
drinking. He inveighs against ‘‘worldliness.” 
He even questions coffee and “cokes.” 


SAFETY RATE IN ‘49 WAS 
BEST EVER, BUT THE COST 
IN LIVES IS STILL HIGH 


Chicago—America scored its best safety 
rate on record last year—but the cost 
in dead and injured vies with this na- 
tion’s battle losses in the first world war. 

This is the U. S. 1949 toll from accidents: 

Killed—91,000. 

Injured—9,400,000. 

The cost—$7,200,000,000. 

U. S. losses in World War 1 were 126,000 
killed or died and 234,300 injured. The esti- 
mated war cost to this country was 
$35,.413,000,000. 

The National Safety Council, which released 
the figures, said today that the nation’s 1949 
all-accident death rate was 61.2 per 100,000 
population. This is the lowest since such rec- 
ords were first compiled in 1900. The previous 
low rate was 64.3 in 1948, when 94,000 were 
killed. 

Still one of every 16 persons in the nation 
suffered a disabling injury in 1949. 

The safety rate improved over 1948 in 
all major divisions. 

Motor vehicle accidents killed 31,500, a 2 
per cent decline from the 32,259 toll in 1948 
and well below the 39,969 killed in the record 
high year 1941. The death rate per 100,000,000 
miles was estimated on the basis of prelimi- 
nary data at 7.4, also the lowest on record. 

However, 1949 traffic accidents caused ap- 
proximately 1,100,000 nonfatal injuries and 
destroyed or damaged $1,100,000,000 worth of 
property. All costs, including medical ex- 
penses, overhead costs of insurance and 
motor vehicle property damage, reached 
$2,800,000,000. 

The December, 1949, traffic toll was 3,150— 
a 2 percent increase over December, 1948. 

Home accidents, a close second, killed 
30,500 in 1949, a 3 per cent drop from the 
31,500 toll in 1948. Occupational accidents 
killed 15,000 compared with 16,000 in 1948 and 
public (excluding motor vehicle) accidents 
took a toll of 16,000, a drop of 500 from 1948. 

Of the 1,000 reduction in occupational 
deaths, 400 were in the coal mining industry. 
The council said there were no major dis- 
asters in 1949, but that strikes and short-work 
week played an important part in the im- 
provement. 

Falls were the big villian in home accidents, 
killing 24,200—2 per cent fewer than in 1948. 
Burns killed 7,800, drownings, 6,800, and fire- 
arms, 2,200. 

Only three catastrophes in 1949 took as 
many as 50 lives each. They were a hospital 
fire at Effingham, Ill., an Arkansas tornado, 
= transport plane crash in Washington, 
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Thirty-three cities over 200,000 population 
improved their traffic accident safety rate. 
The cities and their percentage decline in 
deaths included: Miami, 30; New Orleans, 
27; Memphis, 19; Louisville, 18. 


MILLIONS IN COLLEGE 


There were 2,456,841 young Americans in 
college or university this year, the U. S. Office 
of Education reported. 

The increase over last year, however, was 
only 48,000, which suggests that the postwar 
increase in college going is tapering off. The 
enrollment of veterans is dropping; this year 
there were 856,000 ex-GI’s in school, 16 per 
cent below last year. 

There is quantity in American higher edu- 
cation. but what can we say for quality? 
Do not large number tend to dilute quality? 
Educators are aware of this problem. The 
raising of standards must be a continuing 
objective of our institutions. 

There are, then, the problems of purposes 
in our higher educational ssytem. A good gen- 
eral education should be the first objective. 
What is a good general education? It has been 
defined as the development of the ability to 
recognize the first rate in all aspects of life. 
The development of character is as important 
as the development of the mind. Without the 
closest combination of both in intellectual 
and moral qualities there can be no enduring 
achievement of any kind. 


NOBODY’S SAFE IN 
PHILADELPHIA 


Philadelphia has learned what fear is. Nine 
women out of ten, in a recent poll by the 
Philadelphia Bulletin, said they were afraid 
to walk on the streets after dark. Nearly 
50 per cent of the men admitted fear, too. 
Some had taken to walking down the mid- 
dle of the street, avoiding shadows and shrub- 
bery. One woman said, “I am terrified to 
walk home at night.” A housewife declared, 
“I have three daughters and every time they 
go out I am a nervous wreck.” 

What are these Philadelphians afraid of? 

A glance at local headlines tells the story: 
GIRL ROUTS ASSAILANT IN STREET 
STRUGGLE ...THUGS BEAT, ROB MAN... 
YOUNG MOTHER CLUTCHING BABY 
FIGHTS OFF THUG...PROWLER IS HELD; 
TERRORIZED HOME ...THUG DRAGS WOM- 
AN 100 FT. DOWN BANK...NURSE 
FOUND BEATEN ON STREET ...FATHER OF 
GIRL, 5, AND CROWD BEAT ALLEGED 
ANNOYER...TWO MOTHERS BEATEN BY 
THUGS ...THUGS BEAT, ROB TWO BOYS, 
HURL THEM INTO POND. 

Serious crime in Philadelphia increased 17.1 
per cent during 1948 and for the first half 
of 1949 leaped up 16.4 per cent more. Phila- 
delphians noted without pleasure that the 
national increase was only 1.3 per cent in 
1948 and 2.7 per cent for the first half of 
1949. They rightly wondered why terror had 
picked on their town. 

For the first half of 1949 (the latest period 
of coordinated crime report) Philadelphia 
officially recorded 708 robberies (an increase 
of 144 over the first half of 1948); 464 ag- 
gravated assaults, including rapes (an in- 
crease of 65); 2,573 burglaries (an increase 
of 267); 2,101 larcenies (an increase of 423); 
918 auto thefts (an imcrease of 214); and 
59 murders (an increase of 6).—Collier. 


ROOSEVELT DIVORCE 


The newspapers tell us that Elliott Roose- 
velt and his wife, actress Fay Emerson, are 
separated and are soon to be divorced. Never 
in the history of America has a White House 
family set such an example for the American 
people. The American home has certainly 
been “taken for a ride’’ by the Roosevelts. 
Moreover, American idealism in general has 
been hit many a body blow by the same 
family. Mrs. Roosevelt, recently writing a 
syndicated article, assures us that she has 
never given any serious consideration to the 
immortality of the soul of man and has no 
fixed opinion whatsoever as to that great 
doctrine of Christianity. In moral and spir- 
itual matters, the Roosevelt family has come 
as near being a_ total lo as any family 
America ever produced in public life.

COMMUNIST YOUTH CAMPS 


“All over the U. S. there are summer 
camps for children which are run by the 
communists and the numerous organizations 
which are under communist control. The 
number of such camps runs into the hun- 
dreds. During the summer of 1949, not fewer 
than 50,000 American children went to those 
communist-controlled camps. Those who 
follow the Daily Worker, the Communist 
party’s newspaper, can easily learn the names 
and locations of some of those summer camps 
which take children. For instance, at Wa- 
naque, N. J., we find Camp Midvale under 
the direction of the American Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born, a communist- 
front organization which has been listed by 
the attorney general as subversive. Camp 
Villa Buena Vista at Cornwallville, N. Y., is 
recommended by the Cervantes Society, a 
branch of the International Workers Order, 
— the attorney general says is sub- 
versive.”

Hebrews 11:24-26: “By faith, Moses, 
when he was come to years, refused 
to be called the son of Pharaoh’s 
daughter; choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season; esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treas- 
ures in Egypt: for he had respect unto 
the recompence of the reward.” 


May I address to us a_ personal 
question? How old are you? No, I 
don’t mean how long it has been since 
you were born, or since you have 
been born again. I mean, how many 
years have you grown in spiritual 
growth? To question one’s age, often- 
times, is painful, for he would rather 
forget just how old he is, or at times 
would rather not let it be known just 
how young he is in certain situations. 
Therefore, it is with utmost care and 
with a yearning for your spiritual 
welfare that I ask you, just how old 
are you? 

At times, physical appearance’ is 
deceiving, and many times I have 
asked a person his age, after having 

uessed in my mind what he would 
say, only to find that I was far mis- 
taken. The person’s face, his actions, 
or his personality, have completely 
covered and hidden his age. Thus in 
the spiritual as well, for I know many 
men who are spiritually grey-headed, 
and in the eyes of the church, world, 
and even in their own eyes they are 
intelligent, grown men, being deacons, 
elders and ministers in the Church, 
but in God’s opinion, and in the truly 
spiritual man’s opinion, they are yet 
children. 

One of the characteristics of child- 
ishness, both physical and spiritual, 
is an absolute ignorance of values. To 
a child, all that glitters is pure gold. 
If you were to give a small girl a 
set of tin “silverware” for her play- 
house, she is just as content as if you 


oe: given her a set of genuine ster- 
i 


ng. And, there are many of us, who 
as yet have not come to years, and 
who, therefore, do not know spiritual 
values. As a child, Moses hadn’t re- 
alized the eternal values that he later 
saw. Exodus 2:11 plainly tells us that 
when Moses was grown, physically, 
he was still in the Egyptian palace, 
enjoying the pleasures of that pagan 
nation. But when Moses saw the work- 
ing of the Lord, he quickly grew up; 
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he came to years, spiritually, and 
listened to the voice, the heeding plea, 
the challenge of God to him to free 
His people. The author of Hebrews 
proclaims the message that we need 
to hear, that “by faith, Moses, when 
he was come to years, refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter.” 

Have you really come to years yet? 
Just how old are you? Have you sensed 
the eternal values after having seen 
the working of the Lord and hearing 
His voice? I fear that many times, 
although we of the Church of God, 
who have seen the burning bush, the 
Pentecostal fire, working among our 
services and in our ministry, and have 
heard oftentimes the booming “voice 
of many waters” of the Lord during 
Pentecostal outpourings, or the “voice 
of the turtle” in Holy Ghost messages 
and their interpretations, or the “still 
small voice” in our own personal de- 
votions and prayer life, we fail to 
come to ourselves and come to years. 
(Rev. 19:6; Song of Sol. 2:12; 1 
Kings 19:12.) The physical ease and 
pleasures that the lesser ministry af- 
fords are much more appealing to us 
than the harder pioneer ministry, or 
foreign mission work, which brings 
greater reward and eternal fruits, and 
if thusly we judge, we are yet children. 
Paul once was a child, but he said: 
“When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child; I 
thought as a child; but when I became 
a man, I put away childish things” 


(1 Cor. 13:11). Paul spoke here of 
spiritual things, spiritual gifts, in spir- 
itual terms and of eternal rewards. 
Paul became a man, and consider the 
work he did, doing his part, par ez- 
cellence, to spread the whole gospel 
to the whole world according to the 
Great Commission. Can not we, the 
Church of God, too, come to years? 

Let us continue to consider Moses’ 
sacrifice and likewise his reward. The 
excavators of the famous pyramids 
have proved that the palace of Egypt, 
during the height of Egyptian world 
power under the Pharaoh’s reign, then 
the leading nation of the ancient 
world, was the most luxurious, com- 
fortable building existing. Moses had 
enjoyed the pleasures of his youth 
in Pharaoh’s palace, with the riches, © 
the ease, the education that being the 
son of an Egyptian princess afforded 
him. Knowing that Egypt is a type of 
sin, we realize that if Moses had re- 
mained the “son of the princess of 
Egypt,” he would have been a prince 
of a land of sin, a son of the devil. 
But, Moses, being led by the Spirit of 
God in the burning bush, became 
the son of God in the spiritual sense, 
adding to his birth advantage of being 
a son of Abraham, a son of God. 
(Rom. 8:14; Deut. 32:6.) He refused 
his royal rights, his Egyptian citizen- 
ship to become known as a Hebrew, 
the lower class, one of the slaves, one 
of the hated, persecuted people. We, 
who know the Lord, have to leave 
Egypt, the higher class, and the pleas- 
ure that being one of them brings, to 
become known as Christians and to 
actually grow up and come to years 
Spiritually, seeking’ for the deeper 
depths and joys of the spiritual life, 
becoming known as Pentecostal, fa- 
natic, or even\“‘Holy Rollers.” Yet, if 
we have come to years, we, as Moses, 
will not lose our reward. 

The text illumines us to the fact 
that when Moses came to years, he 
knew the suffering ahead of him but 
chose it because by the eye of faith 
he saw the promised land ahead, and 
more than that, the real Promised 
Land, and the Promised One, the Holy 
One of Israel, who is to take us to 
ever be with Him. He esteemed the 
reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the pleasures of Egypt. He had come 
to years. 

Moses got his reward. Through con- 
tact with the Lord, he only had to 
raise his rod and see the work of the 
Lord come to pass. He ate of the 
heavenly manna; he saw the hand 
of God and was covered by it in the

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Purpose and Practice of PRAYER 


By MARY E. CURTIS, Maryville, Tenn. 


Jesus told His disciples how they 
should pray. Only a believer in Christ 
can pray a full prayer. A sinner can 
pray a prayer of confession and call 
for God’s mercy on his soul. The true 
follower of Christ can pray the prayer 
of confession, thanksgiving, adoration, 
supplication, submission, faith, and 
intercession. Jesus taught His disciples 
to be fluent in every element of 
prayer. He assumed that if His dis- 
ciples would pray, it should be as 
natural for. a Christian to pray as it 
is for a bird to fly, a fish to swim, 
a lark to sing, fire to consume, or a 
child to talk to his parents. Prayer 
is the natural, normal desire of a 
child of God. The true Christian will 
engage in prayer as a normal habit of 
life, just as he does eating food or 
drinking water, or breathing air. Con- 
stant practice of prayer will be a 
source of joy and strength. 

The place of prayer: “Enter into 
thy closet.” Jesus evidently expected 
Christians to have a place of prayer 
to which they would retire often and 
enter into real prayer. He had such 
a place for prayer, and His disciples 
knew they could find Him “over the 
brook Kedron.” Even Judas knew the 
place, for Jesus often resorted there. 

Dr. J. H. Jowett had his prayer 
room. Other great Christians have had 
and have such a place of prayer. It 
is, of course, understood that Chris- 
tians can pray at any time and any- 
where, but the special place for prayer 
has special advantage. 

Jesus would have those who really 
pray to shut out all thoughts of other 
things and all hindrances to prayer 
and give themselves wholly and en- 
tirely to the privilege of prayer. Only 
in this way can anyone really pray. 
Even when a person leads a prayer in 
public gatherings, he must bring his 
soul to be conscious only of the Fa- 
ther. Evidently some who attempt to 
lead a prayer in public are often 
more conscious of the presence of 
the people than they are of the pres- 
ence of the Lord. When Christians 
pray they should shut the door of life 
to the world and open the windows 
of the soul to the Father. “Pray to 
the Father, which is in secret.” 

The purpose of prayer is to enter 
the very presence of the Father. 
Prayer to any other person, source or 
thing, is in vain. Prayer is to hallow 
the name of the Father. It is to adore 
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Him; it is to magnify, glorify, and 
exalt His character; it is to have 
blessed fellowship and communion 
with Him; it is to praise His name 
and to seek to know Him and His will 
and way and work. When we are in 
this spirit of prayer, we cry with the 
disciples of Jesus, “Lord, teach us to 
pray.” This sincere yearning should 
be in the heart of every Christian. 
“Thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly.” Prayer 
changes things. Communion with God 
will cause the face to shine as it did 
the face of Moses. Fellowship with 
Christ causes the life to speak as did 
the life of Peter and John, when the 
rulers took knowledge of them that 
they had been with Jesus. Prayer to 
God will make sad hearts glad, weak 
hearts strong, and backward lives 
bold. Yes, the Lord will use His own 
way and power to reward publicly 
and openly those who pray in secret. 
As Jesus points to the pathway of 
prayer and profit and progress in His 
will, way, and work, don’t forget to 
pray. 
PAUL’S PERSONAL PRAYER 

Paul was a man of prayer. He knew 
the privileges and power of prayer, 
for his writings are filled with ref- 
erences to prayer and its purpose. 
The burden of his prayers was always 
for others. In one passage of Scrip- 
ture it is intimated and personal for 
the Christians. It was more than 
prayer in general; it was an earnest 
request for specific things for the 
Christian. Note those elements in the 
prayer: that we might be filled with 
the knowledge of His will in all wis- 
dom and spiritual understanding. Col. 
1:9, 19. It is a prayer that each Chris- 
tian may have knowledge of the will 
of God and that this knowledge may 
be full, abundant, and even complete. 

“It would include full knowledge of 
the Lord’s will for life, talents, home, 
and church for the Christian. It would 
be full knowledge of all wisdom and 
understanding, even knowledge, ac- 
cording to the full will of the word, 
that we might walk worthy of the Lord 
unto all pleasing. This is a prayer for 
Christians, that they might know as 
well as be known, that they might live 
as well as look; that they might prac- 
tice as well as profess. Paul places the 
Lord “as an example of ideal Chris- 
tian living.” One should be worthy 
of his family, vocation, or opportuni- 


ties. But Paul prayed that Christians 
might be worthy of the Lord. His 
prayers are that their ideals, holiness, 
righteousness, and complete character 
might be worthy of the Lord, pleasing 
to all, and might be truthful in every 
good work. This prayer is that Chris- 
tians may first of all bear the fruit 
of the Spirit (Galatians 5:22, 23,) in 
their own lives, then this strength 
of life will exercise itself in good 
works such as. ministering to the 
hungry, sick, lame, halt, maimed, and 
would also include such things as 
engaging in prayer, Bible study, work, 
worship, visiting the sick, and seek- 
ing to reach others for Christ. 

Paul’s prayer is that Christians shall 
not only be engaged in good works, 
but that they may abound and be 
fruitful. All Christians should bear 
much fruit for the Lord. Paul knew 
that Christians could not do these 
things alone, therefore he prayed that 
they might be strengthened with and 
according to His glorious power unto 
all patience and longsuffering with 
joyfulness. Paul would place the glo- 
rious power of God as the limit of 
the Christian’s strength. In this power 
Christians could be patient and joyful 
even in trials and suffering. In this 
power they could know the will of God, 
and live worthy of the Lord and bear 
much fruit for Him. The prayer of 
Paul should be the prayer of us all.

However theologians may quibble, 
the makers of our dictionaries are 
agreed that when plain English is 
needed, there can be no doubt as to 
the meaning of the words “sanctify’ 
and “sanctification.”

Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin; for his 
seed remaineth in him: and he can- 
not sin, because he is born of God.

Every tree that bringeth 
forth not good fruit is hewn down 
and cast into the fire.” If we fail to 
bear good fruit, then we shall be de- 
stroyed.

rock; he communed and spoke freely 
with God, on mountain peaks of glory 
and had a funeral conducted by God 
Himself. Was not all this reward 
enough to repay him for his sacrfice 
and suffering? Indeed it was. But He- 
brew’s author lets us know that he 
was not satisfied with just these tem- 
poral blessings, but that by a strong 
eye of faith he had an extreme desire 
to know the Prophet of prophets, of 
whom he, himself, prophesied in his 
farewell speech. (Deut. 18:18, 19.) It is 
recorded by the evangelist Luke that 
Jesus took the three disciples of the 
inner circle, Peter, James, and John, 
into a mountain to pray. And as Jesus 
prayed, there talked with Him two 
men, which were Moses and Elijah. 
Moses, then, according to the Scrip- 
tures, saw Jesus, this Prophet of 
prophets, face to face in a more glo- 
rious mountain-top experience in the 
dispensation of grace, and talked with 
Him. How glorious! What a reward 
and recompence for growing up in 
Him. ...for he had respect unto 
the recompence of the reward.” 

Dear brethren, if we would know the 
Lord as Moses did, we must come to 
years! We must put aside the person- 
al desires of the flesh, however pleas- 
ing they may seem, if they rob us of 
the spirituality that God would have 
us possess. God is longing and yearn- 
ing for servants of the Church of God 
who will so desire to do His perfect 
will and to grow in stature in Him, as 
He Himself grew in wisdom and fav- 
or with God and man (Luke 1:52), 
that He can willingly, cheerfully, and 
gladly leave behind the personal com- 
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modities of the less spiritual land, 
which may be a well-equipped mod- 
ern home, a new automobile every 
year, a big weekly salary from a 
prominent church, to grow up, and by 
faith see the much more beautiful 
Promised Land, and the King of kings, 
who, in His humility, promises to be 
our Burden Bearer in the physical 
and spiritual trials that we will have 
as we wander in this wilderness of sin, 
preaching the whole gospel! Beloved 
brethren and co-laborers in the vine- 
yard of the Lord, let us come to years; 
grow up. For “whom shall he teach 
knowledge? And whom shall he make 
to understand doctrine? Them that 
are weaned from the milk, and drawn 
from the breasts,” Isa. 28:9. And Paul 
spoke with milk unto the Corinthians 
because they were not strong enough 
as yet for meat (1 Cor. 3:2). But when 
we come to years we can take the 
meat, the stronger, the deeper, the 
more spiritual. 

God loves us and gave His Son for 
us. Oh, that we might continue to be 
led by the Spirit in all that we do; 
that our love for souls—not for any- 
thing else—might be so great and so 
full of love and compassion that we 
will seek daily and constantly the 
face of God, mortifying the deeds of 
the flesh, seeking His divine will for 
us, seeking to be unknown so that 
Christ might be seen through us, rath- 
er than to magnify ourselves as self 
is so prone to do. Oh, that we might 
put our thought, our aim, our desire 
on spiritual values as only a spiritual 
man can evaluate them. It is God’s 
will that “we henceforth be no more 
children... but...may grow up into 
him in all things,” Eph. 4:14, 15; and 
“grow in grace and in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ,” 
2 Peter 3:18. 

The deeper life is the harder one, 
but it is also the happier one. The 
spiritual growth has its growing pains, 
just as physical growth does; but, 
because it is the will of the Lord, let 
us search our hearts today to find 
out just how old we are spiritually, 
and seek to come to years in Him, and 
grow!

happiness do we spare a _ passing 
thought? How amazingly unconcerned 
we are! Over 1,500,000,000 of the world 
population are non-Christians. Of the 
approximately 500,000,000 in so-called 
Christendom, including the millions 
of Roman Catholics and those of the 
Greek and Eastern churches, how 
many are merely nominal Christians, 
hypocrites, heretics, reprobates, un- 
regenerate, and spiritually unenlight- 

ened? 

Missionaries in Africa are said to 
number only one to every 80,000; in 
Korea, one to every 120,000; in Japan, 
one to every 320,000; in China, one to 
every 470,000. It is said that at the 
present rate of missionary progress, 
80,000,000 negroes are beyond all pros- 
pect of hearing the gospel in their 
lifetime. Two-thirds of India’s popu- 
lation are yet unevangelized, and over 
three quarters of the people of South 
America. One hundred and _ ‘sixty 
thousand towns and villages in China 
are yet denied the gospel. In Japan, 
the heathen population is greater to- 
day than it was when missions first 
started. Look on the fields waiting to 
be reaped for Christ! While the mod- 
ern churches delay, unrelenting death, 
that other reaper, with his wide un- 
sparing scythe, lays millions low at 
a turn. Ninety thousand die out. of 
Christ each day, and sixty every min- 
ute. 

According to statistics, the popula- 
tion of China is 470,000,000; Africa, 
105,000,000; Japan, 100,000,000; Cuba, 
4,000,000; India, 305,000,000. With the 
second advent.of Christ so near at 
hand, it is time for Christian action 
in Christian missions. May we so yield 
and dedicate our lives to Christ that 
we shall be ready to answer the call 
at a moment’s notice. 

May this report stir your hearts to 
missionary action. As Brother and 
Sister Nance go to Haiti, let us pray 
for them. As Brother Nance closed his 
message to us, he left these remarks 
with us, “No task is too hard, no road 
too long, no self-denial of comfort too 
demanding when we know our people 
are remembering us in prayer and 
support.”
